. Says Austria Not Taking Part. 


AMSTERDAM, Feb. 23.—The Aus- 
trian premier, Dr. von Seydler, address- 
ing the lower house at Vienna Friday, 
deciared again: 

“ Austria-Hungary is not participat- 
ing in the military action which Ger- 
many is at present taking against Rus- 
gia. There has been no advance of 
Austro-Hungarian troops into Ukraine, 
with which we are at peace.

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are located is one long occupied by 
the Germans, and almost every inch of 
it has at one time or another been a 
part of that ever shifting neutral 
strip between the changing front lines. 
It is a lattice of trenches, dabbed here 
and there with brown splotches of old 


. Wire entanglements, both German and 


French. Splintered trees and crum- 
bling walls stand dismal sentinels 


above the shell pitted surface of the/ 


rolling hills. 

In certain sections the front line 
trenches on both sides have almost 
completely disappeared under the 
cloudburst of hot metal that has been 
hurled upon them. In these places the 
men are occupying cunningly con- 
cealed. strong points and even shell 
fioles just large enough to accommo- 
date an automatic rifle and its tenders. 
Almost all frontal communication be-, 
tween these pill boxes is carried on 
under cover of darkness, as\here there 
is no tendency toward the pacific policy 
of live and let live that prevails in 
some other sectors. 

| Live Far Beneath Earth. 

* In company with two other corre- 
spondents, I was conducted by French 
officers up a path on a sheltered side 
of the ridge. Its lifeless outline against 
a somber sky presented an appearance 
as of some new’ born land upheaved 
by internal convulsion and then show- 
ered with the ash and dust of past 
civilization. 

Every yard of its surface was pitted 
and pimpled as if it had been some 
boiling substance *suddenly hardened 
in the midst of its bubbling. It was 
cratered like the moon. The similarity 
to a lunar landscape was only relieved 
here and there by a tree stump and 
everywhere tangles of wire. But no- 
where was there a sign of life. 

. “Here,” said our conductor, and we 
proceeded down a slot in the earth.

Life in the Underground. 

A few steps forward and we stood 
in a huge, rock-hewn chamber.

Officers of this buried battalion were 
bubbling over with new plans for the 
improvement of the quarries.

“We are safe here from all sh 
ing,” the captain told me. ‘“ We have 
at least thirty feet of solid rock roof 
over us.

“Our greatest danger is gas. It is | 
heavier than air and naturally de- 
scends into the caves. One of my 
lieutenants has planned a fine. ven- 
tilation system, which would conform 
the whole quarry into a giant gas 
mask so that we can take in air from 
several places and, purify it as it 
enters. I don’t know what they'll 
do about the plan, but I'm sending

In Range of Guns. 
The quarries are not in the first 
line but are in the support line. They 
are well under the range of German

The men exercise in the corridors 
and are taken out in small working 
parties at night. At all times there 
are guards on all the exits, and no 
one enters or leaves without permis- 
sion. ° bh | 
The officers have mess kitchens }o- 
cated in the same caves, but the cook- 
ing for the men is done in the rolling 
kitchen, stationed in well protected 
dugouts in the shelter of a ridge. The 
food is conveyed to them tn wartime 
cans through the communicating tun 
nels. } | 


An American brigade commander 


of these troops has a military record 
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which seems startling at the first read- 
ing. Two days after America entered 
the war he enlisted as a private in 
the national guard of his native state. 
Today he is a brigadier general. 

The circumstances, however, alter 
appearances because, although he was 
a member of no branch of the national 
service at the time war was declared, 
he had spént twenty years in the mil- 
itia of his state and had ‘reached a 
high rank. 

Today he is considered among the 
best commanders in ——. 

“This is the first time I have ever 
been on the front or under fire,” he 
stated with refreshing frankness in 
the presence of the correspondents and 
the French general who commands 
this sector. “ The first day I was here 
the Germans dropped six gine inch 
shells within a hundred and fifty yards 
of me and I was told that I had some 
excuse to get excited. But really it 
is not half as bad as I expected.” 


Headquarters Are Exposed. 
When I inspected this brigade com- 


the shells had fallen, I increased my 
personal estimation of this general 
from civil life. After what I had seen 
of the protection enjoyed by his men 
the general’s headquarters seemed pos- 
itively flimsy. It was simply a one 
story wooden structure located in the 
open, with a roof and walls of quarter 
inch pine boards, armored with tar 


paper. ’ 

I sought the opinion of one of the 
general’s orderlies. ’ 

“When those shells dropped h 
on that first day,” the orderly told me, 
“T was detailed on the headquarters 
squad, and we started building a dug- 
out in that bank over there so the | 
general could get in it the next time 
the shells cime. We had got together 
a lot of bricks and stones and slabs of 
conerete when the old man found us 
bullding it. What d’ye think he done? 
He made us stop work on the dugout 
and carry all that over in front of 
this shack and build a sidewalk with 
it. A man would go through hell for 
a man like that.” | 

This incident might sound flat when 
read from the cold distance of 3,000 
miles, but when told here under -the | 
sound of the guns it carried no dearth | 
of meaning. The division ought to be 
proud of the “old man,” who, by the 
way, is one of the youngster brigadiers 
in our forces.

Asserts Ballot Was Used. 


Oklinger charged further that the 
alliance has been “a most effective 
tool for carrying out the purposes of 
the German imperial government.” 

He said that this organization still 
is engaged in creating sympathy for 
the German cause; read from the “ offi- 
cial bulletin” of the alliance to show 
just how Germanism is being fostered 
jin . this country, and quoted from a 
'speech made at St. Louis by former 
Representative Bartaoldt in April, 
1916, urging German-Americans “to 
vote only for friends of Germany.” 

“We must use our ballot for Ger- 
manism,” he said Mr. Bartholdt de’ 
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claread; “We must now forget our par- 
ty and vote only for those who are 
friends of Germanism.” 

He asserted that Mr. Bartholdt an- 
nounced that hé gave this warning to 
the members of the German society of 
St. Louls with the hope that they 
would have in their hearts and min@s

Used Infinence in Congress. 


Mr. Ohlinger told the committee that 
before we entered the war the German- 
American alliance was busy supporting 
its friends and the friends of German- 
ism for the legislatures in the various 
states and for congress, and for the 
presidency. He added that the mem- 
bers of the alliance had been urged to’! 
vote against Roosevelt and Wilson, as 
they were considered pro-British.

Rules Not Changed, but: 


Dull Times Might 
Bring Action. ~ 


r BY I, E. SANBORN. | 


Baseball people are notoriously su- 
perstitious. That probably is the chief 
reason why. there has been no radical 
change in the playing rules for nearly 
twenty years—none since the introduc- 
tion of the so-called “ foul strike” dur- 
ing the war between the American and 
National leagues. 

The club owners and other magnates 
have left the sport alone for the same 
reason that a manager never dares 
«xhange the lineup of his team during 
a winning streak. - Baseball has pros- 
pered greatly since 1903, when the 
present pational agreement was draft- 
ed to govern the sport, consequently 
the promoters have been unwilling to 
risk any sort of a change. 

The only revisions that have been 
made in the playing rules since then 
have been at the request of baseball 
writers, and those only for the pur- 


pose of clarifying the scoring rules | 
he will 


and ironing out some conflicts in the 
code which made it difficult | for ama- 
teurs tu understand. 

Bad Year Fails to Stir Them. 

It was thought perhaps the disas- 
trous season encountered last year 
“would prompt club owners* to accept 
some of the many suggestions that 


have been made for the improvement | 
of the game, but another winter has | 


wone without adopting any of them. 
The promoters Have argued that the 
game itself was all right, but that con- 
ditions were responsible for the finan 
cial reverses which wrecked the ininor 
leagues and caused most of the majors 
to lose money. 

. Practically all the changes that have 
been advocated recently in any part of 
the country have had-for their pur- 
pose ah increase in ihe batting so as 
to multiply the uncertainties of the 
sport. None of these has been adopted, 
unless one may include the attempt of 
the Americal: association. to abolish 
the spit ball. That attempt is more 
fancied than real, because no way was 
provided for. said abolition. True, it 
will be possible for American associa- 
tion umpires to.forbid pitchers going 
through the motions of putting saliva 
on the ball in the way they have been 
doing, but that will not abolish the 
spit ball. 


_ Hurlers Will Beat Rule. 

No doubt all the hurlers in the as- 
suciation addicted to the spit bah have 
been spending the winter in.devising 
Ways and means of moistening the 
ball.in some other way than the fa- 
miliar one. And attempts by the um. 
pires to penalize new and occult meth- 
ods of pitching the “ spitter” will only 
tend to endless disputes, wrangles, and 
delays, just as was the cuuse with 
* Hddie Cicotte’s “shine ball” camou- 

flage all last season. Besides, I have 

not read of any penalty for delivering 
oven the old fashioned spit. ball in the 

American aspgociation, although one 
' may have been provided. Without a 

penaity no rule can be enforced in base- 

ball, and there is nothing in ‘the rules 
at present —- the moist deliv- 
ery. 

President asta of the American 
league was wise in his decisf$n not to 
attempt to rule out the spit ball, for 
two reasons. First, it is dying a nat- 
ural death anyway, because fewer and 
fewer pitchers are using it each year. 
Secondly, its actual abolition is im- 
possible without a heldova lot of trou- 
ble for the umpires. All they can ac- 
complish anyway is to prevent the 
_ appearance of using the spit ball. That 
* might help some, at that, because it 
wots eliminate some of the time wast- 
ed by the pitchers during a game. ad 


) Time. Used in Bluffing. 

The great majority of supposed spit 
ball pitchers do a great deal of bluffing 
while on the slab. They go through 
the motions of moistening the ball 
every time they deliver it, but in reality 
‘they pitch a spitball only occasionally, 
just to demonstrate that they can. 
The object of the bieff is to keep the 
batter guessing. Elimination of one 
guess would trelp the batsman, but the 
wise piteher, as I have already said, 
will tind another w to deliver an 
oceasienal spit ball if compelled to do 
so. Consequently the batsman would 
have to do the same amount of guess 
* ing in the end. 

Seme other way must be found to 
increase the batting. President Haugh- 
ton of the Braves, who has experienced 
considerable adversity since he sat ; 
at the major league game. has made 
several suggestions for handicapping 
the pitcher. His most reeent one is 
awarding a base on balls for three bad 
balls instead of four. That surely 
would compel the hurler to groove the 
ball oftener and would -.elp the bats- 
mah alot. But it would have the dis- 
advantage of increasing the quantity 
of bases on balls, and coodness knows 
the fans hate those the worst way now. 
Why Not Give Batter Four Strikes? 

It would be better fo increase the 

butsmians chances of making a safe 
hit, for those clean hits are what de- 
light the fans most. By allowing the 
batsman four “;es Instead of three 
‘the hitting could be increased without 
er Hing ‘ny more free tickets to first 
thun heretofore. In that case it would 
be necessary to call a strike on a bats- 
man for every foul he made until he 
had three strikes, instead of up to the 
gecond strike as present. 

Bliminating the out on a foul fly 
which is —_——_ would also help the 
batting witho prolonging the: game 
as much as multiplying the bases on 
balls ~rould tend to do. But apparently 
ii will require anether season of finan- 
* ejal adversity to induce the club own- 
ers to consent to any important change 
in the game.

What- 
ever the reason, it is evident that the 
investor ought to have the statement and 
it is also clear that he can get it by 
demanding it. 
| The law does not undertake to protect 
investors from themselves.

Too frequent. washing, especially 
with strong soaps, and failure to dry 
the parts thoroughly after washing will 
cause the skin to chap. Soap and water 
should be used 4s sparingly as possi- 
ble. A bland toilet soap, even an over- 
fatty soap in extremely sensitive skins, 
should be used, and after bathing the 
parts should be thoroughly dried. 

After this it is a good plan to apply 
a tragacanth lotion, or if the chap- 
ping is severe, to grease the skin light- 
ly with cold cream. At bedtime the 
skin should again be softened by an 
application of fat or trdgacanth lotion. 

The secret of curing and preventing 
chapped skin is to make up the defi- 
ciency of fat which the skin is failing 
to supply for-itself. A friend of mine

ably for the reason that one 

was not much, unusual in it. 
Doubtless his boytimg Was nyt pu. ciec- 
wlarly different from that of other boys 
of well to do families in Virginia in his 
day. They were fond of horses, dogs, 
riding, hunting, fishing, and the like, 
with some study of books. 

Washington's education was quite 
dementary and really defective, except 
in mathematics. In that he was said 
te have excelled and in it Me was 


_ largely selftaught. He had a fine li- 


brary, it is true, after he came to 
middie manhood, but he never was 
much of a reader. In his official life 
he had much contact with the French 
language, but he never mastered ‘It. 
He must have done some careful read- 
ing With good books, however, for in 
spite of the lack of school opportuni- 
ties in his day and place, and the lack 
wf warning that resulted, his letters 
and state papers show that in grammar 
and Spelling he was unusually correct 
and his style of English composition 
wes dignified and effective.

In 1751 he accompanied his half 
brother, Lawrence, who was ill with 
consumption, to the West Indies, where 
George had a severe attack of smallpox 
that left its marks on his face for life. 
Shortly afterward he was appointed 
lieutenarft colonel of a Virginia regi- 
ment under Col. Joshua Fry and was 
in the war against the French I 
dians until they were defeated. 
the way, Col. Joshua Fry was one of 
my great-great-grandfathers. Y 
Washington was the commander in 
chief of the colonial armies in the war 
of the revolution and was the first 
president of the United States. He 
served two terms as president and re- 
fused the third, which wag persistently 


and insistently offered him by the peo-| 


ple. In both positions, as commander 
and president, he proved himself one 
of the greatest heroes and patriots of 
history; perlfaps the greatest the world 
has ever known. Thus he cam 
called the father of his country, and’r 
him it was said, he was “first in war, 
first in peace, and first in the hearts 
of his countrymen.” 

All the descriptions of him, written 
by his contemporaries, agree that he 


was a man of imposing presence. He. 


was 6 feet 3 inches tall and weighed, 
generally, about 220 pounds. Lafayette 
said that “his hands were the largest 
he ever saw on a man.” Custis says 
that his complexion was “fair but 
considerably florid.” Evidently it was 
his extraordinary dignity and poise, 
forbidding even an approach at famil- 
larity, quite as much as his superior 
physicaL.size, that impressed thege «who 
knew him. The various and widely dif. 
fering portraits of him have been much 
inted and commented upon. '.Justin 
Winsor, who made'the most exhaustive 
study of them, says: “The favorite 
profile has been, unquestionably, Hou- 
don’s, with Gilbert Stuart’s canvas for 
the full face and probably John Trum- 
bull’s for the figure.” Stuart's portrait, 
however, with its calm and benign ex- 
pression, has fixed upon posterity the 
likeness of Washington. ;

For my 
own part, I hardly think it pays to 
can string beans, even though we do 
not lose a can. I did not lose a can of 
mine, but I do not consider them fresh 
from the can anywhere nearly equal to 
string beans fresh from the pot.

But about this making our plans for 
the summer on time.

Last summer ~.e losses from poor 
rubbers alone was a most serious one. 
By the open kettle method both in can. 
ning and preserving the strain on rub- 
bers or jar rings is slight, but when a 
poor rubber is subjected to heat or to 
high pressure it always fails to do the 
work. 

“Can you imagine what will happen 
to a dope ring?" is a query in some 
of this privately printed literature. 
“Uncle Sam says it wculd be just as 
wel) to use soap,” is the answer. After 
a discussion of rubber in its natural 
state and colored for rings, it says: “In 
ordinary times it is a shame to sell the 
consumer rings made from dope whose 
sealing properties are no better chan 
putty or paper. Today that shame is a 
crime.”

One of the talking points for sales- 
men, perhaps the greatest of all, is a 
caution to retailers not to purchase 
rings that will not seal jars, because 
they are likely to get into trouble if 
they do. “The courts of New York 
have awarded damages to consumers 
against retailers who delivered rings 
which would not seal.” I have alse 
heard of eases where the manufactur- 
ers of poor rubbers had to pay. 

I often, and more often, have wished 
that housekeepers, including myself, 
could have presented to them the 
knowledge and persuading points sales- 
men used to sell retailers, Salesiman- 
ship today has become a thoroughly 
worked out and quite wonderfully exact 
science. At any rate, bers is one of 
the things salesmen of jar rings will 
say. this year: 3 

“Rubber in its natura] state is a 
milky white, sticky, creamlike fluid. In 
drying it to ship it is hele over an 
open wood fire and the soot and smoke 
color it black or a dirty brown.” Black 
rubber rings are for ‘his reason the 
purest rubber rings made. When the 
rubber is colored those rings are the 
best which are least adulteratea by the 
coloring matter. It takes the least of 
oxide of iron, which is common iron 
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rust, and gives a red color, therefore 


the red ring is the best to use always, 
making the exception that good 


takes but little to 
does not in any way kill or affect 
rubber.” )

We have had a number of tests for 
good rubbers. One that has been pop 
ular has been to fold the rubber and 
press it, then turn it back and fold it 
at the same line. when if it left a mark 
it was not considered good. I have 
believed firmly in the stretc test 
as the best, but a saleswoman last year 
showed me that this was not final. The 
salesman’s directions say: “ The 
stretching quali.y of a jar ring is net 
a safety test. It is a we'l known fact 
that an absolutely pure rubber ring J 
an absolute failure as a jar ring. if 
the ring will stretch just enough to 
go over the jar and come back in place 
that is all the rubber it is gafe' to use.” 

Mind you, this is said by a big com- 
pany, which is working’ earnestly to 
work with the governnrent as to size 


.of ring as well as reliability and com- 


position. This eompany has adopted 
for its cold and hot pack ring the 
twelve to the inch with 10-32 inch 
flange, recommended by the United 
States department of agriculture, The 
inside diameter of such rings, accord. 
ing to that department, should be two 
and one-fourth inches. The twelve to 
the inch gives a thick rubber that 
surely makes for “safety first,” ‘and 
“then some,” as some of us may have 
realized this winter when we have tried 
to open ur cans. 

Last year we were told authoritative- 
ly that some manufacturers made a 
fraudulent thing which they ceuld sell 
to retailers for 13 cents « gross, or a 
fraction over one cent a dozen. There 
Was therefore a fine profit to be had by 
sélling these at 10 cents a dozen. This 
y that will not be tikely to happen. 

| year the government canner 
teld us not to worry about a rubber 
that was gritty, because that indicated 
the presence of cotton in the rubber 
and was a good thing. Also he said 
that rubbers must stretch reasonably 

This government demonstrator says 
authoritatively that unscrupulous man- 
ufacturers would be prohibited in the 
future from doing some of the things 
in making rubber jar rings tha: they 
have done in the past. For one thing, 
they have in the past substituted creo- 
sote for gum. The flavor of the creo- 
sote cannot be boiled out, but can be 
boiled into the fruit or vegetables by 
the cold pack method. The test for 
finding out if creosote is in a rubber 
is to plunge it into boiling water for 
five minutes, then rub it in the hands 
and smell. .

The big results of the war probably will be social 
rather than political. They will affect living rather 
than governing. We may assume that the forms | 
of government in the western European , democ- 
racies and in the American democracies will remain

Just now two totally different sets of ideas and 


theories of American life are proceeding in the 
game direction. They are traveling the same road.

Our criticism of the government | at the 


regards causes as malevolent incidents and inevit- 


A controversy of this sort is basic. Government 
and critic are on the same road, headed for the 
same destination, which is national security, only 
because national danger has driven the government 
for the time being from trying to apply its ideas 
and principles, As soon as the danger, is avoided 
the government, if it remains composed as at pres- 
ent, in the hands of authorities who. think as our 
present authorities think, will try again to apply 
the principles and ideas which haye been aban- 
doned temporarily. 

We assert that the failure of these ideas, a fall 
ure represented in the abandonment of them by 
the government, is preof of the inherent error of 
the ideas and principles and policies. 

The government thinks that the failure has noth- 
ing to do with the ideas. They have not worked. 
They are not working, ‘Will they work? The gov- 
ernment says yes. We have had proof enough that 
they will not. 

We have said for years that war, ouviitah detest- 
able, had to be taken into a nation's calculations 
for its future. This government so long as it has 
been in office has said that it did not have to be 
taken into calculation. We are at war. 

We have said for years that if a modern nation 
went to war it could fight It successfully only if it 
nad made preparation before the war. The present 
government said this was unnecessary. We have 
been trying for ten months to raise an army which 
is not yet equipped. Concede, to make the point 
ev damaging, that everything possible has 

n done to get it ready, nevertheless we do not 
know when it will be ready, worl, eeties ur ba as 
is nearing the end of its first year. 

We have said for years that only fair and 
safe way of raising an army was by universal 
service. The government has said that this was 
odious, undemocratic, and abhorrent. We are using 
the principle of universal service, applying it in a 
bad fashion. But the government merely adopts it 
as an expedient to get out of a difficulty and if it 
gets out will continue to hold it Remearatic ‘and 
abhorrent. | 

These are basic differences petiiden government 
and critics, and any one can judge which side has 
been sustained by facts.

The British Labor party presents an architect's 
drawing of the new social house, still a house of 
representative democracy, but with four pillars: 

The universal enforcement of the national 
minimum. 

The democratic control of industry. 

The revolution of natfSnal finance. 

The surplus wealth for the common good. 

By the enforcement, universally, of a national 
minimum is mean roughly, the extension of vari- 
ous minimum wage laws to apply to the condition 
of every living soul In the empire to the fesult 
that every member of the community, not only 
the strong and fortunate, not only the well born 
and able, but every one in good times and bad 
times alike shall have “all the requisites of healthy 
life and worthy citizenship.” 

The democratic control of industry means, in 
specific instances, not only the common ownership 
of the nation’s land but the immediate nationaliza- 

tion of railways, mines, and the production of 
electrical power. For instance, the Labor party 
- Says that there is no reason why the price of 
coal should fluctuate any more than the price of 


railway tickets. The mining and distribution of 


* goal are public enterprises. The development and 
distribution of electricity are public enterprises. ° 
The revolution of national finance is to be accom- 
plished by the adoption of a system of taxation 
“which will produce national revente without en- 
croaching on the national minimum standard of 
‘life, without hampering production or discouraging 
‘personal effort. It is to be accomplished by the 
“@irect taxation of incomes above the necessary 
“gost of family maintenance. 


By nationalization of industries and by taxation 


“ef incomes which provide more than needed for 
the standard family maintenance a national surplus 
of wealth will be created, not in the hands of 
individuals but in the possession of the state, This 
“is to be used for community benefit, for public 
improvement, for education, for means of recre- 
ation, for the promotion of music, literature, and 
fine arts, “ for building up of the community 


as a whole instead ‘of for the magnification of 


individual fortunes.” 

This is a definite program originating t~ a po- 
litical party in one of the great democracies fight 
‘Ing autocracy. *It contemplates the use of rep- 


letarian needs. 

Readjustments of the largest scope must be 
undertaken in the fighting countries, readjustments 
greater than we as Americans.can comprehend. 
In Great Britain 14,000,000 workers, now wholly 
engaged in some phase of war, must be taken back 
inte the social structure. The great forces of war

Doctrines will work out to sbevituble conse- 
+quences if-a test is made of them, and a test has 
‘been made of our government's doctrines. William 
Jennings Bryan was the logical expression of our 
government when he was realizing his #fe's ambi- 
tion in signing peace league treaties with the na- 
tions of the earth. At that time Garrison, as sec- 
retary of war, was the illogical expréssion of the 
government ideas. He was trying to raise an army. 

We do not know where Mr. Bryan's peace trea- 
ties are or how much dust is on them, but we 
know where Mr. Garrison's army is. It is in can- 
tonments waiting for equipment and training. 
Bryan resigned because the government cduld not 
support him any longer. Garrison resigned be- 
cause the government would not support him. Mr. 
Bryan's peace scheme was futile. Mr. Garrison's 
army scheme was futile. The government came 
to neither one thing ‘nor the other. The theory 
that War would not disturb us was tragic. Fact 
and theory came into violent confijct and fact won, 
but in the end theory will prevail again. . 

Government and critic may travel the same road 
in emergency, but there can be no agreement be- 
tween them. The issue between them will not per- 
mit it. They must fight it out. The people will 
decide and will abide by the consequences. . 

The controversy between the present American 
government and its critics will not change any of | 
the consequences resulting from policy. It merely 
can determine which policy will prevail and conse- 
quently what conditions will be created for the

THE DOUBLE STANDARD—PHYSICAL. 


GOOD many health surveys have 
been made. In a health survey 
the state of health of the entire 
community or of an entire group 
is made. Some of these surveys have 
consisted of physical examinations of all 
members of the group whether they 
complained of symptoms or not. A col- 
lection of audits of the physical condi- 
tion of @ group of individuals has con- 
sisted of investigation of the known ill- 
nésses or the illnesses complained of on 
inquirX for a period of years. Every 


- | survey has shown that there are more 


sick women than men. They go to the 
“hospital more’ frequently, they call the 
physician more frequently, they take 
more medicine and they make more 
use of healers of one sort or another, 
There is a saying among physicians that 
“doctors live from women and chil- 
dren.” Not many physicians who cater 
to men exclusively succeed in making 
money. 

Dr.. Kristine Mann investigated the 
physical condition of several thousand 
female employés of department stores. 
She feund that they complained of more 
symptoms than men, lost more time 
from iliness than men, and had more 
@iseases than men. She says that the

Every one as- 
sumes that women have not the physical 
strength and endurance of men and that, 
therefore, they must be spared from cer- 
tain work, Now come Drs, Mosher and 
Martin, who say: “ There is no differ- 
ence in the muscular strength of women 
and men which is due to sex as such. 
Such differences as are frequently found 
are due to differences In the use of the 
muscles brought about by the conven- 
tional limitations of activity or by dress. 
We may therefore sonclude that sex is 
not necessarily a disability and that if 
some method be found of adjusting work 
to the individual strength under proper 


hygiznic conditions without reference to 


sex thére is no reason why the potential 


power of women may not be used with- 


out dapger of lessening her racial effi- 
clency. 

Drs. Mosher and Martin studied forty- 
five women in Leland Stanford univer- 
‘sity. The figures were compared with 
those for a group of men who were 
studied by Dr. Martin and Mr. Rich. 
The strength factor was determined by 
taking the total strength as shown by 
tests and dividing it by the weight. The 
women were classed according to their 
strength factor into three groups—. 
those with a strength factor 20 and 
under, those with a strength factor be- 
tween 20 and 25, and those with a 
strength factor over 25.

Then different groups fe muscles were, 
studied. The strength of the group in 
terms of percentage of the total strength 
was determined, This wag the especially 
interesting part of the study. The pec- 
toral muscles are the strong heavy 
muscles which run from the front of 
the chest to the oes part of the arm. 
They pull the arms and shoulders for- 
ward, “They lie at the upper part of 
the breast. The pectoral museles of 
men are much stronger than those of 
women. 

The superiority of ‘men tn this group is 
@ue to ball playing, boxing, punching and 
boys’ sports generally. Women do not 
get these exercises, and besides her 
waists, bPassieres and upper trunk 
clothing *constrict her shoulder muscles. 
One woman who had more atrength in 
these muscles than the average man 
had been a good deal of a tomboy as 
she grew up. 

Drs. Mosher and Martin say that few- 
er girls and older women would have 
flabby pendulous breasts if they as chil- 
dren and from that time on had played 
games which develop the pectorais.

The essential conclusion to be 
drawn from this study is that quoted 
toward the beginning of this article, Any 
woman can develop any group of muscles 
until that*group ig as\strong as it is in 
man. If women are physically undeve!l- 
oped it is because they do not take the 
exercise necessary to develop themselves.

Ulster ‘position has been more oftét explained 
than apologized for, for its adherents Go tot think 
it needs apology at all. On the strength of both 
superior caste and business, reformed méannhérs and 
religion, Ulster, or one-half of Ulster, believes If haw the 
right of selfdetermination, which it refuses ‘to’'Ireland 
as a whole. While Ireland is to be refused recognition 
as a small nationality, Ulster is to enjoy the privilege 
of determining the status not only of herself, but of all 
Ireland, and even of exercising the right of a sovereign 
state tn raising troops and collecting arms. In a work 
of bluff and camouflage, where the fait accompli. is teo 
often accepted by the statesman, the Ulster positign 
seemed justified by its success and immunity. But the long 
drawn war has probed the pretensions and idealisms of 
both empires and small communities with an tron probe. 
The Redmondite position ts hardly a position at all. Tt 
is a collapse, and one that is all the more pathetic that !t 
is consequent on the noble effort of Mr. Redmond to give 
the hand to his old political enemies and unite Ireland on a 
compromise at the beginning of the war. English states 
men grasped his hand, but when they had used it for all 
it was worth, they dropped it again. Ulster declined even - 
to touch, his hand. Scorned by the Carsonite, shelved by 
the government, Redmond turned round to find he had 
been abandoned by the majority of his followers. England 
took away his gellant brother to die in France and the 
Sinn Feiners abstracted the vacant seat in Clare. 
Entering the convention with a tiny following, Redmond 
came to a certain extent into his own again. There at 
least he found that his sacrifices had not been totally 
in vain and that the moderate and southern groups of 
Unionists whom he had never been able to reconcile to 
home rule in his hour of power, were with him in his day 
of disaster.
